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^ Early in the 1970's, the cjireer education movemefffbegan to emerge throughout the United States. This.movemeht emerged 
and grew in response to a variety of societal needs which had become evident ()y the beginning of the decade. By 1977, about one- 
third of the State legislatures had enacted legislatioil dealing with career education and had appropriated State funds to facilitate ' 
' the infusion of career education into ongoing educational prdgrafns. The Federal Cdtigress had enacted specific legislation dealing 
with career education (Section 406 of-Pijblic Law 93-380) and 49 states and five territories, with Federaf financial assistance, were 
developing state plans for the implementation of career education. ^ 

The growth and development of career education was sustained Jid supported from' many souijles, including local school 
districts, state educational agend^s„and the busine5?-labor-industry-professional-government commumy. pne of the key sources 
of suppprt for the career education movement has been the career education activities of theJd.5. oifice of Education. The role 
of the U.S. Offjce of Education ifKhe conceptualization and development of career education has been described by Professor 
Edwin L. Herr-of Pennsylvani^^tate lijpiversity in a recent publication.' 



One of^he earliest and moh. wiflesbfepd,af the lJ.S. Office of .Education's efforts in career education m the support of career 
' education pifot projects with funds objt^ned from^art C and Part D of f^ublic Law 90-576. Part C funds, totalling $18 million, were 
' used to support" two rounds of career ediication pilot prgjects. Each round was \% months in duration and consisted of 56 grant 
awards (one in each state and territory of the'United States). Part D fqnds, totalling approximately $47 million, were also used 
to'support two rounds of career education pjlot projects. 'Each round wai 36 months in duration, with 66 projects in the first round 
and' 58 projects In the second round. In other words, during the first half of this decade a total of, 236 career education pilot projects 
were supported with funds Ironr Part C and Part D of Public Law 90-576. These piiot:projects/epresei«M some of the earliest 
attempts to bring model programs of careereducation into operation in local school districts. An overall summary of thts effort , 
has been provided in a U.S. Office of Education document datei June 1972 and entitled Dmlopmf^ oi Model Careef Education '

I Js As career education moves ahead in the second half of the 1970X it is obvioiis that much could be learned from the expe-y 
uiences of-tfie earlypilot projects undeilaken under Part C and Part D. Abstracts of the Part C and Part D projects, compiled from 
m original proposals submitted by the grantees, are available in the ERIC system urider the accession numbers ED 063 520, ED 
136 Q68, ED 09J §18, and ED G99 523. However, theSfe abstracts are very brief and are based on .the original plans proposed by the 
grantees rat'herthan upon the actual accomplishments oflf^e projects. A person wishing to gain insights from the actual experiences 
of t^e pilot ijrojects would ne6d to examine the interim; supplemental, and final reports which were submitted to the U.S. Office 
of Education by the grantees and.vvhicb docunnent tfre actwal experiences and acfortiplishmenjs of each project,

Organization of Indexes * , 

The indexes contained In this volume are a guide to, help the user locate and review the products of selected projects Junded 
under Part C and Part D of Public Law 90-576. , . ' > 

The four indexes presented here are divided into two categories: reports resultmg from Part C pilot projects-and reports 
resulting from Part D pilot projects. The Part C projects were funded for a period of 18 months arid includp a fiflal report. .Many 
of these, projects also resulted in the development of curriculuon materials, evaluation reports, and otiier supplementary materials. 
However; the only mandatory product was a final report and in many cases the "Supplementary Reports and Materials" field is 
blank. Part D projects were funded for three years and products should include a first and second year interim report as well as 
a final r«port. As in the case of Part C projects, the "Supplementary Reports and ^laterials" field may be'left blank, 

The user will see that, at times, the mandatory fields of first and second year interim reports and final report do not contain 
an ED or ED/VT number. Instead, these fields may contain an alphabetic single-digit code or a CE number with an alphabetic 
superscript, These codes are listed in a key at the end Of this section and represent documents that: (1 ) could not be located in 
the ERIC and AIM/ARM systems; (2) have been accepted by the ERIC system but are still in process; (3) did not meet ERIC 
selection criteria and are included in a document collection of the National Center for Research in Vocational Education, Infor 
mation and" Field Services Division; (4) were reported as never received by the U.S. Office of Education; and (5) are only contained 
in the National Center's library. 

One of the functions of the National Center for Research in Vocational Education is to act as a clearinghouse of information 
on projects supported by vocational education legislation. Recently, an effort was initiated to develop a "tracking system" to '\ 
identify the research reports and products emanating from these projects, and to note their availability, that is, inclusion in the 
ERIC system. Documents that do not meet ERIC selection criteria are retained by the clearinghouse and are shelved by the ERIC 
inhouse accession (CE) number.

A user may review the abstracts of the projects and select the one^ relevant to his/her 
interests and needs. Since the abstract volumes only discuss what the projects proposed to do, the user would necessarily need to 
review the prodix^t^of the projects to determine what actually was accomplished. After selecting the projects that are.of interest, 
the user .would then turn to the appropriate index to identify the disposition of the products.

("ED" designation only) have been entered into the BRIC system inoividually. A user need only find the sequentially ordered EC)'. 
number in the miccof iche collection to obtain a complete copy of the docufnent. 

Documents of the second type ("ED" designation mllowed by a "VT" designation) have been entered into the ERIC system ' 
in sets. -Thes^ documents were originally^processed by the AIM/ARM system (Abstracts of Instructiopal and Research Materials in 
Vocational and Technical Education). A user would first locate the ED number within the microfiche collection. This ED nOmber 
represents-a set of documents that are VT nufnbered, arranged in ascending order, and filmed continuously, This means that each 
document usually will not begin on a separaje card of mjcroficlie. After beating the set ED number the user would look through
